LATE MM. GEN. O'REILLY 


SERVED IN MANY WARS. 


He Introduced th« Policy of Cvmpui- 


aory Inoculation In th« Army. 


Major 
General 
Robert 
Kaltland 


D'Boilly, tJ. S. A., retired, who died re- 
cently In Washington, was surgeon gen- 
eral of the United Btatw army from 
1902 until 1900, physician a»d close 
personal friend of the late President 
G rover Cleveland »nd the only medical 
officer of the regular army who held 
the rank of major g enerml. 


He was th» son of the late John 


O'Reilly of Philadelphia *i>d was born 
In that city .Jan. 14, 1S46, his ancestors 
having been 
of distinguished Irish 


stock settled In Pennsylvania before 
the Revolution.' General O'Hellly was 
not a West Point graduate, but received 
his education and medical bainlnj »t 
the University ot Pennsylvania, where 
he was a student toward the end of the 
civil war. Leaving the university, ho 
was appointed for civil war »ervlce.oii 
Jnn. 1, 1804, as a medical cndct, and at 
the close of tbe wnr returned to the 
university to complete his studies. In 
ISO" be entered the regular army a« 
assistant surgeon and passed through 
the various grndes until In the fall of 
1U02 he was appointed surgeon general 
cf the army, with the rank of brigadier 
general, by former President Roose- 
velt.

It bad been General O'Hdlly's pleas- 


ure in recent yearn to be able to point 


I to the fact that bis appointment to this 
I cilice vras made solely on his record. 
President Roosevelt never met General 
O'ltcllly, who at tbe time .of ni» ap- 
pointment was'»t«tloned In California. 
«nd Insisted thnt the appointment of a 
new surgeon general, who should have 
(.•barge ot the health of the army, 
Bliould be bnaod only upon the record 
of the appoint**. 


It was about that time In 1902 that 


General O'Reilly lost through death 
by typhoid fever his only son, the late 
Philip Mnltlaud O'RelUy. who had Just 
been 
nrnduated 
from 
the 
Naval 


academy, and !lt was because he lost 
his sou through this malady that Gen- 
eral O'nellty decided that he vrould do 
everything In his power to contribute 
toward cutting: down the death rate 
from typhoid fever In the army. 
It 


•was under his rcKime that tho experi- 
ments with the antityphoid serum 
were conducted by the medical corps 
of the army, and General O'Deilly in- 
sisted, -when the medical staff reached 
the conclusion thnt the anti-typhoid 
scrum could be nufely and efficaciously 
nd ministered, tbat the compulsory In- 
oculation of soldiers with this serum 
bo Introduced Into the army. 


After the civil war General O'ReUly 


saw hard service as medical officer In 
tho field with troops In the Indian 
campaigns, and during the war wltli 
Spain he wa» chief surgeon of the 
Fourth army corps. He wa« a mem- 
ber of the evacuation commission at 
Havana at the end of the Spanish war.
